This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The technical feature 
linking the groups is a superoxide dismutase mimic of formula I. Ornberg et al. (WO 
00/72893) teaches biomaterials with a superoxide dismutase mimic of formula I (see 
abstract, Page 28-48, claims 3 and 9). 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-ll does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2 as it lacks novelty 
and does not define a contribution over the prior art. 

Accordingly, Groups I - II are not so linked by the same or a corresponding 
special technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept.
